A lfried K r u p p 
Industrial Empire 
Owner Dies: Age 5 9 


ESSEN, Germany (AP) — Al- 
fried Krupp v on Bohlen und 
Halbach, sole owner of the v ast 
Krupp industrial empire, died 
Sunday night of heart failure 
following a short, incurable ill­ 
ness, his company announced 
today . He was 59, just two 
weeks short of his 6 0th birth­ 
day . 
The illness, which had kept 
him at home for the past sev ­ 
eral weeks, was not further 
identified. Friends said he had 
a bronchial ailment. A doctor 
and nurse were at his bedside 
when he died. 


Romney 
Accuses 
J ohnson 


DETROIT 
(AP) 
- 
Gov . 
George Romney accused the 
White House Monday of “ a com­ 
plete and absolute distortion” on 
what happened in his request 
for and the disposition of federal 
troops in Detroit racial v iolence 
last week. 
Romn^ said at a news con­ 
ference that former assistant 
Secretary 
of Defense Cy rus 
Vance was quoted Ity the White 
House as indicating Romney 
concurred with him in the de­ 
lay ed commitmnt of federal 
troops. The gov ernor added: 


“ Nothing could be further from 
the truth.” 
It marked the first time the 
Michigan gov ernor, a leading 
prospect for the 196 8 Republican 
presidential nomination, had 
criticized President J ohnson for 
the handling of the riot crisis in 
Detroit last week. 
At another point Romn^ said 
that Atty . Gen. Ramsay Clark 
appeared to be making “ more a 
political request than a legal 
request, ev ery thing considered 
up to that point,” in insisting 
that the gov ernor certify Detroit 
had an uncontrollable insurrec­ 
tion on its hands. 


Krupp died in the 15-room 
ranch sty le house where he liv ed 
alone in quiet lux ury on the 
grounds of the family estate 
here. 
His death came while he was 
in the process of the conv erting 
his huge holdings, which made 
him one of the richest men in 
Europe, into a public corpora­ 
tion. 
His only son Arndt, 29, had al­ 
ready renounced inheritaix 'e of 
the firm, which has traditional­ 
ly been passed on to a single 
member of the Krupp family . Al- 
fried Krupp’s death was not ex ­ 
pected to change the plan to 
establish a Krupp corporation. 
The v ictorious Allies confis­ 
cated Krupp’s properties after 
World War II but they were re­ 
turned to him on his early re­ 
lease from a war crimes prison 
sentence in 1951. He immediate­ 
ly set to work rebuilding the 
steel firm but publicly v owed it 
would 
nev er again 
produce 
weapons. 
This was a major step for a 
firm that had grown rich and 
famous as the cannon-maker and 
armorer for Europe a century 
ago and had contributed mighti­ 
ly to the arming of Germany in 
two world wars.

Rescuers 
Fail To 
Find Men 


ANCHORAGE. Alaska (AP) 
— A rescue party , hurry ing 
ahead of a gathering storm Sum 
day searched Mt. McKinley 
where at least three climbers 
died but could find no tr« :e of 
four other men who are missing 
and feared dead. 
The fiv e-man party , ex haust­ 
ed by the strenuous search in 
the rarefied air on the 20,320- 
foot mountain, contacted park 
headquarters by radio from the 
15 ,000-foot lev el Sunday after­ 
noon. 
They said they were try ing to 
reach the 12,000-foot lev el for 
more protection from the wind 
and snow storm which closed on 
the peak during the day . 
The storm, ex pected to last up 
to 7 2 hours, smothered most of 
the remaining hope of finding 
aliv e the four climbers who 
hav e been missing nearly two 
weeks. 
Two bodies were found late 
Saturday sev eral hundred feet 
down the steep side of a ridge 
leading from the south peak. 
There were indications that 
these unidentified climbers had 
been blown down the ridge dur­ 
ing a storm. 
The body of Stephen A. Tay ­ 
lor, Chicago, was found at the 
17 ,900-foot camp where he had 
remained when the other six 
made the assault on the south 
peak. 
“ He probably died of altitude 
sickness and the elements,” 
Hay es said. 
Dean Rusk 
Opposes 
Declaration 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk say s 
he strongly opposes declaring 
war against North Vietnam be­ 
cause “ declarations of war hav e 
come to imply dedication to the 
total destruction of the enemy .” 
“ The purpose of the United 
States in the present conflict,” 
Rusk told a joint subcommittee 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
and Armed Serv ices commit­ 
tees, “ has been not to destroy 
North Vietnam but to end 
armed aggression and restore 
peace to South Vietnam.” 
Rusk’s comments, released 
Sunday , were made in testimo­ 
ny at a closed hearing May 3— 
more than two montfis before 
fonner President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower’s suggestion last 
week that Congress consider 
such a declaration.

Find Body 
Of Man 
In Creek 


The body of Frank Thomas, 
7 5, well-known liv estock trader 
who was drowned in Muddv 
Creek 
about 
ei^bt 
m iles 
northeast ot Sedalia, Saturday , 
was found about 10:20 a.m. 
Sunday morning. 
Members of the Civ il Defense 
and of the C itizens Band group 
went to the area 
Sunday 
morning and started a search, 
using three boats 
About three fourths of a mile 
down the creek from the place 
where Mr. Thomas was last 
seen, Glenn McMullin of the 
Citizens Band group spotted the 
body in shallow water. The 
body was recov ered from the 
creek. 
Sheriff Emmett Fairfax said 
Muddy Creek was up Saturday , 
and where Thomas and his 
brother Charles were fishing 
was approx imately eight feet 
deep. Charles Thomas reported 
seeing his brother go down 
three times and was unable to 
reach him. 
Fairfax said Sunday since 
Saturday night Muddy Creek 
had dropped about two feet, 
causing the body to mov e into 
the shallow area where it was 
found. 
The body was brought to the 
Ewing Funeral Home in Sedalia 
where Dr. J ohn Rodeman, 
deputy coroner, indicated the 
drowning was accidental. 
Mr. Thomas was born in 
Morgan County , near Fortuna, 
J dnq 1,18 92, the son of the late 
George W. and J ulia A. Wells 
Thomas. 
He was married at Kansas 
City on March 27 , 1920, to Miss 
Lue Alice Wilson. They were 
the parents of two sons. One 
son, George Wilbur Thomas, 
died at the age of two. 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas liv ed in 
St. Louis during their early 
married life. They came to 
Sedalia in 1937 . Mrs. Thomas 
died March 28 ,195 1. 
Mr Thomas was one of a 
family of nine children. He was 
preceded in death by one sister, 
Mrs. Elsie Tidwell and two 
brothers, Ross Thomas and 
Aubrey Thomas. 
Mr. Thomas was an Army 
v eteran of World War I, 
enlisting at Warsaw on May 14 , 
1918. 
Mr. Thomas was married at 
Clinton, Dec. 2, 1954 to Mrs. 
Edna Schumaker, who surv iv es. 
Also surv iv ing is one son, 
Harold W. Thomas, 808 East 
19th; four brothers, Charles 
Thomas, 7 03 East 17 th; Elmer 
Thomas, Mountain View, Mo.; 
Lloy d Thomas, Lincoln, Mo.; 
Harold F. Thomas, Pux ico, 
Mo.; 
one sister, Mrs. Bess 
Gunn, Mena, Ark. and two 
grandchildren, Debra Thomas 
and Richard Dean Thomas 
Funeral serv ices will be held 
at the Ewing Funeral Home at 
1:00 p.m.

“ hard-core agitators.” He add­ 
ed: “ Only 200 or 300 people had 
taken part in the v iolence.” 
Two persons were arrested in 
San Bernardino after v iolence 
flared in the city ’s Negro and 
Mex ican-American section on 
the West Side. Gasoline-filld 
bottles were thrown onto the 
roof of a supermarket, but the 
fire quickly was ex tinguished. 
There also was sporadic sniper 
fire. 
In Clev eland, firemen dodged 
bottles and rocks as they nut out 
firebombed blazes. 


A sheriff’s spokesman in the 
Florida city north of Palm 
Beach said about 4 00 Negros 
stoned officers and may hav e 
set a lumbery ard fire. Spokes­ 
man Robert Widmann called the 
situation a riot. Police used tear 
gas to disperse Uie crowds and 
made at least 13 arrests. 
Wicluta’a actir^ may or, N e­ 
gro Councilman A. I*Tlce Woo­ 
dard, ordered an emergency 
curfew after crow ds of Negro 
teen-agers threw rocks at cars 
and firebombed two groceiy 
stores. The Negro« went quick-

Venezuela 
’Quake 
Kills 300 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
The gov ernor of the Caracas 
area say s the death toll in Ven­ 
ezuela’s earthquake may reach 
3(X) when workers clear away 
the rubble from tall apartment 
hous« that crumbled in sec-' 
onds. 
Gov . Raul Valera made his 
prediction as workers using 
cran« and bulldozers remov ed 
50 bodi« from the rubble Sun­ 
day . An official called the earth­ 
quake which dev astated w« tern 
Venezuela Saturday night the 
worst of the century and the 
gov ernment said it injured 1,522 
persons. 
The U.S. State Department 
had reports of two U.S. citizens 
killed in the quake—Emilio Cav - 
brer, a naturalized U.S. citizen 
of Cuban birth who worked as a 
musican at the Macuto-Shera- 
ton Hotel near Caracas, and a 
man identified only as Eduadro 
Parra N « . 
Many of the 15,000 U.S. cit­ 
izens in Venequela liv e in the 
quke 
zone,

from Caracas on the east to the 
And« border with ^olombia on 
the w « t.

Bishop Sheen asked: “ Is this 
reconciliation to be limited only 
to our citizens?” 
The President led prayers in 
Washington to erase civil and 
racial strife, a weekend observ­ 
ance echoed in churches and 
synagogues around the nation. 
Bishop Sheen, speaking to 
parishioners 
in 
the 
Sacred 
Heart Cathedral, said: “ Could 
we not also be reconciled with 
our brothers in Vietnam. May 
we plead only for a reconcilia­ 


tion between blacks and whites, 
and not between blacks and 
whites and yellows?” 
On Detroit’s 12th Street, amid 
a shambles left by five days of 
violence, the St. Mark’s Com­ 
munity church pastor, the Rev. 
James Cannon, told his Negro 
congregation: “ Life must go on. 
This is not the time for pointing 
the finger of scorn, this is the 
time for rebuilding.” 
In 
Boston, Rabbi Samuel 
Korff of Kehillath Jacob Tem­ 
ple, said, “ Restrain the hand 
that destr(^, strengthen the 
hand that builds for a better 
community and for a recogni­ 
tion of the true rights of man.” 
In Memphis, Tenn., 4,000 Na­ 
tional Guardsmen, camped near 
there to guard against out­ 
breaks of violence, joined in 


silent prayer for racial peace 
The guardsmen had been with­ 
drawn from the city after offi­ 
cials declared that tension had 
eased. 


At Rochester, N.Y., the Rev. 
F. D. R. Florence of the Church 
of Christ, a Negro, termed the 
President’s call for a day of 
prayer “ a bit premature.”

the Food Runs Out?

A child born on your street 
this morning comes into a 
world of almost 3.4 billion 
people—a world already be­ 
set with problems of hunger 
and violence. Yet when this 
n e w l y 
arrived 
youngster 
reaches the modest age of 33 
— in the year 2000— the popu­ 
lation of the world will al­ 
most surely exceed 6.5 billion. 


President J o h n s o n has 
described 
the 
problem 
of 
runaway population growth 
as 
“ second 
in 
importance 
only 
to 
nuclear 
warfare.” 
Yet the advanced, developed 
nations 
of 
the 
world 
are 
spending $40 a year for every 
man. woman and child in 
the entire world for armies 
and armaments And in the 
war against runaway popula­ 
tion. which threatens every 
nation, the same great powers 
are spending less than two 
cents per person. 


The ratio is better than 
2000-to-l. The world to be 
saved from nuclear warfare 
may be lost to the population 
explosion. 


Because we Americans live 
in the most affluent society 
the world has ever known, we 
are 
inclined 
to 
a 
certain 
smugness and psychic insul­ 
arity. VVe see the population 
explosion as something that is 
happening elsewhere. It is in 
India and l.atin America. It is 
in China. 


But the fact is that popula­ 
tions are 
exploding 
every­ 
where, including the United 
States. Shortly after World 
War 11, the American birth­ 
rate was almost as high as 
that in India. And even today 
there are 
sections in our 
country— where family plan­ 
ning 
assi.stance 
should 
be 
found around the corner — 
that have birthrates approxi­ 
mating those in underdevel­ 
oped lands. 


The wondrous and 
awe­ 
some fact is that the child 
born this day who lives to 
retire on social security will 
quite p r o b a b l y live in a 
United States with a popula­ 
tion equal to that of China 
today. 


Yet population is a problem 
that has not sufficiently con­ 
cerned our politicians and 
statesmen, who must rack up 
short-range achievements to 
satisfy their constituents: nor 
our businessmen, who must 
satisfy customers and employ­ 
es and stockholders and cred­ 
itors on at least an annual 
basis. Even our social and 
physical scientists are rarely 
concerned with “ the popula­ 
tion factor.” 


Today’s complicated prob­ 
lems of international relations 
will become even more com­ 
plex as we add more appetites 
to our population in a world 
of 
emerging 
nations 
with 
growing pK>pulations and ap­ 
petites of their own.

Only about one out of 16 
of the world’s citizens lives in 
the United States, yet to sup­ 
port our affluent society we 
consume almost one-half of 
the w o r l d ’ s nonreplaceable 
raw materials. 


Many Americans hang on 
to a dangerous illusion that 
our country is self-sufficient. 
But it is more than 35 years 
since the historical position of 
the United States as a net ex­ 
porter of resource products 
shifted to that of a net im­ 
porter. 


A few of the important 
commodities for which we 
now rely on foreign sources 
to support our economy in­ 
clude tin, diamonds, alum­ 
inum, asbestos, nickel, man­ 
ganese, f l u o r o s p a r , lead, 
sugar, wool, zinc, iron ore, 
pulpwood and lumber, copper, 
coffee, cocoa, tea and even 
beef, veal and pork. 


Those who scoff at the im­ 
plications of the population 
explosion 
frequently divide 
our a v a i l a b l e land in the 
United States by numbers of 
people, then t h r o w in our 
huge grain production poten­ 
tial and conclude that while 
other countries may have pop­ 
ulation problems, we do not. 
They ignore, of course, our 
dependence on other lands 
for some essential raw mate­ 
rials to support our “ quality 
of life.” 


If we 
want to 
live 
by 
bread alone, then the United 
States has no p o p u l a t i o n 
problem. We can contain a 
much greater population and 
feed it. 


But 
this 
newspaper 
is 
filled every week with stories 
about crime, traffic problems, 
water and air pollution, in­ 
adequate housing and educa­ 
tional facilities, urban blight, 
and the struggles to preserve 
and extend individual liberty 
and dignity. It takes little im­ 
agination to understand how 
these problems are all com­ 
pounded by huge increases in 
population. 


Headlines 
about 
a 
“ de­ 
clining birth rate” should be 
read with caution. For ex­ 
ample, the 1965 birth rate 
was the same as that for 1940 
(19.4 babies per thousand). 
But because we had more 
people, 1,250,000 more babies 
were born in 1965 than in 
1940. 
And 
the 
surplus of 
births over deaths in 1965 


was stilt almost two million— 
another Philadelphia added 
to our country in a single 
year. 


While we are growing, the 
world is growing even faster. 
Last year we added more 
than 65 million people to the 
world— the equivalent of an 
additional 
Hungary, United 
Arab Republic, Israel, Domin­ 
ican Republic, Cuba, Bolivia, 
Norway, Sweden and Den­ 
mark! 


The specter of the Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse 
— Conquest, Slaughter, Fam­ 
ine and Death— haunts the 
world today. But it is a world 
in which science has given 
us the tools to conquer these 
age-old enemies. We can con-

trol fertility with oral contra­ 
ceptives and intrauterine de­ 
vices. We can increase food 
production, improve the qual­ 
ity of life and eliminate war. 


But a rational choice — the 
choice of “the pill” rather 
than “the bomb”—will re­ 
quire 
that 
politicians 
and 
statesmen, businessmen and 
scientists become oriented to 
the future rather than to the 
mere meeting of day-to-day 
problems on an ad hoc basis.

Light traps, adv ertised to 
keep indiv iduals y ards—ev en up 
jto o ne acre—free o f fly ing 
[insects, are o nly partially 
effectiv e, said Geo rge Tho mas, 


U n iv e r s ity o f M isso uri 
ex tensio n ento mo lo gist. 
“ If o ne will sto p and serio usly 
co nsider many o f these claims, 
it sho uld beco m e readily 
apparent that it is impo ssible to 
keep an area free o f fly ing 
insects fo r ev en o ne full day , 
much 
less all 
summer,” 
Tho mas said. 
He states that a majo rity o f 
these traps use a “ black light” 
in the ultrav io let range. This 
light attracts so me, but no t all, 
fly ing insects. So me traps also 
emplo y o ther so urces o f light in 
an effo rt to draw o ther insects 
no t attracted to black light. 
The general principles o f the 
trap are to use the light so urce 
o r so urces to attract insects, 
then dispo se o f them, such as by 
drawing them into a bag o r by 
electro cuting them. 
Tho mas po ints o ut that 
“ certainly no t all attracted 
insects find their way into the 
traps. Therefo re, o ne co uld find 
mo re insects in the immediate 
v icinity o f the trap than 
no rmally o ccurs. Sho uld these 
be damaging pest insects, 
infestatio ns in laws, shrubs, 
trees and flo wers may be ev en 
greater than befo re.” 
He adds that no t all insects fly 
at night, therefo re light traps 
are o f little o r no v alue during 
day light. Flies are an ex ample. 
Ano ther pest, the mo squito , is 
no t readily attracted to light 
traps. 
There are places where light 
traps help reduce numbers o f 
night fly ing insects, especially 
aro und businesses using many 
white light inside and o utside 
the establishments. But ev en 
here, no t all fly ing insects are 
co ntro lled, Tho mas say s.

pro ductiv e gardens! But y o u 
must plant tho se v egetables 
that mature rather early o r 
thriv e under the co o ler 
co nditio ns o f the fall seaso n. 
A number o f v egetables can 
be planted in fall gardens. 
Tho se mo st likely to giv e the 
best gro wth and returns are 
spinach, turnips, green beans, 
mustard greens, radishes, leaf 
lettuce, and beets. 
Co m a Po ssiblity 
Yo u might also want to try 
so me o f the early maturing 
v arieties o f sweet co rn. Other 
v egetables that can be planted 
include carro ts, kale, co llards, 
endiv e and ko hlrabi. 
Spinach is a v egetable that 
thriv es under o ur co o l fall 
gro wing co nditio ns. It also is 
able to withstand sev eral light 
fro sts witho ut damage. Be sure 
y o u plant o n well limed so il. 
Spinach do es no t like acid so il 
co nditio ns. 
A real fall fav o rite with many 
gardeners is the turnip. Plant 
the last week o f J uly and y o u 
sho uld hav e turnips the size o f a 
baseball by fro st. So w in the 
ro w o r bro adcast. If y o u hav e a 
weedy garden spo t it might be 
easier to weed the turnips if y o u 
ro w plant. 
Green beans will make go o d 
gro wth in the fall o f the y ear. 
Quality will be near perfect 
when gro wn under these 
co nditio ns. 
Since mo st green bean 
v arieties mature in aro und 5 0 
day s, o ne can plant as late as 
August 1 in no rth Misso uri, 
August 7 in central Misso uri and 
August 15 in so uth Misso uri, 
and no t risk to o much fro st 
pro bability . 
If y o u do n’t particularly like 
spinach, mustard greens gro w 
quickly and y ield well. Use as a 
po therb, o r raw in salads. 
Plant at Interv als 
Mo st v arieties o f radishes 
mature quickly . They also lo se 
quality quickly , so make sev eral 
small plantings at weekly o r 10- 
day interv als. 
Yo u might make y o ur first 
planting o f radish^ in the same 
ro w with carro ts. Radishes will 
germinate quickly , break the 
so il crust fo r the carro ts, and 
giv e so me pro tectio n fro m the 
ho t sun fo r the tender carro t 
seedlings. 
Leaf lettuce will pro v ide 
so me fine eating co me late 
September and Octo ber. A little 
pro tectio n fro m the first fall 
frwrts may pro v ide an ex tended 
lettuce harv est 
Beets will gro w well under 
co o l fall weather co nditio ns. 
Hav e y o u ev er eaten beet to ps? 
Try them co o ked like spinach. 
Yo u may find a new taste 
delight. 
To prepare y o ur fall garden, 
clean o ut the o ld plants, weeds 
and o ther debris fro m y o ur 
spring planted cro ps such as 
peas, lettuce, and po tato es. 
Apply abo ut 6 to 8 po unds o f a 
12-12-12 fertilizer o r similar 
analy sis and wo rk the so il into a 
go o d seedbed. There sho uld be 
go o d suteo il mo isture in mo st 
parts o f the state. 


Seed y o ur v egetables; water 
when necessary to keep the 
surf^e mo ist; thin o ut the 
v egetables when they are abo ut 
an inch high; keep the weeds 
do wn and watch o ut fo r insects. 


Yo ur fall garden co uld be the 
best o ne y o u hav e gro wn. But 
d o n ’t o v er plant. Yo ur 
enthusiasm is no t likely to be as 
high as it is in the spring.

of equipment that should hav e had the 
bugs taken out of it before it left the 
factory . 
It must be because the gremlins detest 
perfection. 
Comment about machinery gremlins of 
a quarter century ago is suggested by some 
similar ex periences with new mechanical 
dev ices in the Democrat-Capital’s new 
building into which we mov ed this month. 
Thè difference is that 25 y ears ago the 
equipment was considered ex pensiv e at 
$12,000. Today the new production 
facilities range from $6 5,000 to $100,000. 
How times hav e changed—ex cept for 
the deathless bugs. They are still with us 
and as irritating as termites, although 
many of them hav e been squashed the past 
three weeks by persistent personnel.

It’s the Federal Bu reau o f 
Inv estigatio n, and y o u ng bu sinessmen o f the bu reau 
are ex pected to wear co nserv ativ e bu siness su its, 
white shirts and dark so cks. And stay away fro m 
bu tto n-do wn co llars. Only left-wing liberals wear 
them. Oh, y es, and striped ties. The directo r do esn’t 
care fo r them at all. He do es demand that his agents 
wear handkerchiefs. They sho u ld pro tru de ex actly

No New Insights 
In Racial Rioting

WASHINGTON (AP) - H. Rap Bro wn, Negro 
leader charged with inciting a lio t in Mary land, 
was in a fashio nable restau rant o v er the weekend 
hav ing lu nch with his lawy er, a newspaperman, 
and o thers. 
This time he was all dressed u p, qu ite a differeix ?e 
fro m his u su al attire o f tight pants and blu e denim 
jacket in which he harangu es Negro gro u ps abo u t 
v io lence. 
His pictu re, sho wing him sho u ting and 
perfo rming, had been in the newso aners fo r day s. 
Only two day s befo re this lu ncheo n he hao u rged 
a Negro au dience to sho o t and lo o t. Bu t in the 
restau rant he practk:ed so me self-restraint. 
Bro wn is chairman o t tne stu dent No nv io lent 
Co o rdinating Co mmittee. When he started o u t o f the 
restau rant, said the Washingto n Ev ening Star 
repo rter who was with him, well-dressed Negro men 
and wo men “sto pped him repeatedly and sho o k his 
hand and said, ‘We’re with y o u . Rap’ o r, ‘Keep it 
u p. Rap.’ " 
If this seems su rprising to tho se who may hav e 
tho u ght the rio ting was su ppo rted o nly by 
impro v erished Negro es in the ghetto , it nev ertheless 
bo re o u t the findings o f so me so cio lo gists fro m the 
Univ ersity o f Califo rnia who made a lo ng stu dy o f 
the 1965 rio t in the Watts sectio n o f Lo s Angela. 
They said: “We su spect that many white perso ns 
hav e v iewed the middle-class Negro gro u p as a 
mo derating influ ence in the racial stru ggle. The 
‘better element,’ it is o ften argu ed, will be 
respo nsible and o rderly and u nderstand the 
necessity fo r a gradu alist so lu tio n o f the Negro 
pro blem.” 
“We find little ro o m fo r su ch o ptimistic appraisal. 
If o u r analy sis is co rrect, the pro blems o f u rban life 
fo r the Negro , ev en in the palm-lined spacio u snesB 
o f Lo s Angeles, hav e gro wn acu te and a significant 
nu mber o f Negro es, su ccessfu l o r u nsu ccessfu l, are 
emo tio nally prepared fo r v io lence as a strategy o r 
so lu tio n to end -the pro blems o f segregatio n, 
ex plo itatio n, and su bo rdinatio n.” 
The so cio lo gists’ repo rt o n Watts will pro bably 
hav e a sharp pertinence to the inv estigatio ns made 
into the Detro it rio ts by co ngressio nal co mmittees, 
the President’s special co mmissio n, o r any o ther 
gro u p. 
Su nday night Michigan’s Go v . Geo rge Ro mney 
talked to the peo ple o f his state abo u t the rio t bu t 
didn’t prwide any new insights altho u gh he warned 
that u nless so lu tio ns are fo u nd the rio ting will get 
wo rse and spread. 
“Mo re and mo re Negro es are listening to and 
su ppo rting Negro leaders who adv o cate a separate 
black so ciety in America,” Ro mney said. 
“These militant rev o lu tio nists are preaching hate, 
v io lence and rebellio n ” 
And Detro it’s may o r, Jero me P. Cav anagh, o n the 
NBC telev isio n pri^ram, “Meet the Press,” blamed 
the “indifference in Co ngress” as o ne o f the prime 
cau ses fo r the “malady o f rio ts in the streets.” 
Bu t neither Ro mney no r Cav anagh went into an 
ex planatio n o f ho w a rio t actu ally starts and, fo r that 
matter, the so cio lo gists apparently didn’t either. 
Fo r instance, in the so cio l(^ists’ stu dy prepared 
fo r the go v ernment’s Office o f Eco no mic 
Oppo rtu nity there was no thing to sho w what 
triggered the rio t in Watts, ho w mu ch o f a ro le was 
play ed by criminals who saw a grand chance to get 
lo o se in a mo b, o r whether o u tside instigatio n» were 
inv o lv ed. 
Bu t the so cio lo gists fo u nd the No . 1 gripe o f the 
Watts Negro es was abo u t the po o r neighbo rho o d 
they liv e in, meaning things like dirty streets and 
dilapidated ho u sing. 
Nex t in o rder o f disco ntent were: 
Mistreatment by whites-discriminatio n and ro u gh 
po lice tactics. 
Eco no mic co nditio ns-lo w pay , high prk:es, high 
rent, lack o f jo bs. 
Lack o f pu blic facilities—transpo rtatio n, scho o ls, 
sho pping facilities, parks. 
Emplo y ed perso ns felt mo re discriminated 
against than the u nemplo y ed. And tho se with o nly a 
grade scho o l edu catio n were less fav o rable to the 
rio t than tho se o n any o ther edu catio nal lev el. 
A majo rity o f the Negro es qu ^tio ned said they 
o ppo sed the rio t bu t 35 per cent were sy mpathetic to 
it.

DETROIT ,AP) -- The Na­ 
tional (luardsman moved hLs 
knee to secure his stanc'e in the 
jagged shards of glass in the 
gutter He steadied his carbine 
on the trunk of a new hardtop 
and squeezed 
“ Pow ' 
“ They re not Negroes." he 
muttered "They’re animals.” 
A few minutes before, a snip­ 
er 
presumably a Negro, had 
pointed a .22-caliber rifle down 
through the night-dark shadows 
of the trees along West Grand 
Boulevard at an Army tank and 
fired a single shot of — what; 
Rage*;* Frustration’’ Madness’’ 
Response was immediate and 
deafening — an exphding din of 
rifle and machine gun fire that 
had to be heard to be believed. 
Neither the law nor the law­ 
less was harmed. Not this time 
The sniper escaped No guards­ 
man was injured. 
But to such a pass had come 
this automotive city, a proud 
trademark of American indus­ 
try 
How had it happened? Indeed, 
what had happened’’ 
“ It was,” said police Sgt. Ar­ 
thur Howlson, "just an average 
raid” 
The target was a "blind pig," 
a plac'e selling liquor after 
hours 
About 3:30 a.m. last Sunday, 
Howlson and three other police­ 
men raided the blind pig on the 
second floor of a brick bui,!ding 
at 9125 12th St., a main stem of 
perhafKi the only district in De­ 
troit that comes close to being 
what could be called a Negro 
ghetto. 
‘We arrested the people and 
made out the papers There was 
absolutely no trouble with the 
people we arrested," said Howi- 
son Of the 73 picked up, 61 were 
released 
But a crowd of Negroes had 
gathered outside the gin mill 
As Howison drove off, a bottle _ 
broke agaiast the windshield of 
a patrol car The Negroes had 
heard — and believed — that 
the police had kicked a hand­ 
cuffed Negro down the stairs. 
That bitter war cry of racial 
protest rumbled through the 
crowd; "Police brutality” 
It had begun 
Before it was done, it had be­ 
come by far the costliest and 
one of the bloodiest riots in 
American hcstory, a not that 
could be said with some jastK*e 
was not solely a race riot 
But more than 500 million in 
property has been burned or 
stolen 
Thirty-eight lives had 
been lost. The c(»»t in lost jobs, 
taxes and production was put as 
high as $1 billion by Dwight Ha­ 
vens, president of the Greater 
Detroit Chamber of Commerce 
After Sgt Howison left, the 
crowds remained 
By 5 a.m., 
patrol cars were being called 
out in an increasing tempo of 
trouble alarms. 
Half an hour later, all police 
leaves were canceled. Several 
hundred otticers were sent into 
the 12th Street area. 
At 6 a.m., a white man getting 
off a bus on 12th Street was 
stabbed in the back. Two hours 
later, Police Commissioner Ray 
Girardin alerted state police 
and the National Guard. By 
midanternoon, half a dozen fires 
were burning in the area. F'ire- 
men had been stoned. Police 
began moving in patrolman in 
vans, 15 men to each. 
A Negro sergeant ordered a 
crowd to disperse. His wind­ 
shield was smashed. Congress­ 
man John Conyers, a Negro 
Democrat, asked the mob to 
break up. The crowd hcxited. 
"There Is nobody, nobody to 
talk to out there,” Conyers said. 
There wasn’t. They would burn 
and loot, but they would not 
talk It was more of a spree, it 
seemed, than a riot. Whites and 
Negroes together broke into 
'tores. At Packer’s, a large food 
and clothing store, a Negro 
boosted a white looter through 1 
a broken window. 
Liquor, clothing and applianc*e 
stores usually were first on the 
looting lists. 
Color television sets were a 
big prize So were refrigerators. 
Looters carried them off laid 
across the trunks of cars. 
After the stores were sacked, 
they were often set ablaze by 
firebombs: gasoline poured into 
pop and beer bottles stoppered 
with a wick 
Negro shopkeepers 
hastily 
scrawled the racial password, 
"Soul Brother,” on their store 
windows — with shaving cream, 
soap or spray-on paint. 
Police were under orders 
from Mayor Jerome Cavanagh 
not to shoot And the crowd 
knew it. But by afternoon on 
this hot Sunday others had 
begun shooting. Snipers. 
Lt. John F'usting. Detroit Fire* 
Department, 
went off duty 
about 7:30 that morning. 
That afternoon he was about 
to take his wife to dinner when 
he was notified all leaves had 
been canceled. 
Fusting joined the 1,850 men 
of the Fire Department in re­ 
porting to man the city's 90 
pieces of equipment — a 100 per 
cent turnout. 


Fusting's truck was first sent 
■ 
to Linwood and Calvert, not far 
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them out The buildings burned. 
At Edison and 12th, a bloc*k of 
stores with apartments above 
was burning The firemen saved 
two. Three burned. 
"Colored fellows came over 
from the local homeowners as­ 
sociation with guas to protect 
us,” said Fusting. 
These Negroes had something 
to protect. Branc-hing off 12th 
are tree-shaded streets with 
green 
lawas 
and 
expensive 
brick homes, onc*e owned by 
affluent Jews, now largely by 
well-to-do Negroes 
Mayor Cavanagh had ordered 
a 9 p.m. curfew. At 9;30 p.m., 
all bars and package stores 
were ordered closed. Shortly 
after midnight, police headquar­ 
ters announced that "the main 
body of rioters and looters has 
begun to tire” 
But five pereons already were 
dead. As much as $100 million in 
property had been destroyed. 
With the dawn of Monday, 
Gov. George 
Romney 
tele­ 
graphed 
F’resident 
Johnson. 
"Time could be of the esseiK*e 
There is reasonable doubt that 
we can suppress the existing 
looting, arson and sniping with­ 
out the assistance of federal 
troops” 
Already 7,000 Michigan Na­ 
tional Guardsmen and 600 state 
troopers had reinforced the 4,- 
200 Dtroit policemen. Mayor 
Cavanagh reiterated that his 
men had orders not to shoot and 
had obeyed them 
Later, on Monday, Johnson 
ordered 4,700 paratroopars of 
the 101st Airborne Division—-the 
"Screaming Eagles" of Bas- 
togne and Vietnam—and the 
82nd Division to Self ridge Air 
Force Base, 30 miles northeast 
of Detroit. 
But they weren’t sent into the 
city Cyrus Vance, recently re­ 
signed as deputy secretary of 
defense reported to Washington 
as Johnson’s personal emissary 
that he did not think federal in- 
. tervention was needed yet. 
The fires continued, even in 
broad daylight. Sometimes fire 
engines were available, some­ 
times not. Weary firemen cat­ 
napped in the streets Guards­ 
men were now riding two to a 
fire engine, bayoneted rifles 
pointing at the upper floors of 
the 
buildings as they sped 
through the drifiting smoke 
By evening there had been 
more than 90© alarms since the 
riot started. "None of them was 
phony,” said Lt. Otto Wandrie 
of the arson squad 
Grand River Avenue, I2th 
Street, in the western area of 
the rioting and Mack Avenue in 
the eastern part might have 
been towns in Germany in 1945 
Tumbled walls had fallen into 
the streets. Steel I-beams, bent 
ijnd sagging, still sizzled where 
water from broken water pipes 
bubbled on them. A Stonehenge 
of ruin. And still it went on 
Monday evening, Fusting and 
his men were on 12th, putting 
out one fire and then moving 
down the block to another. Snip­ 
ers were really in earnest now 
At Engine Co. 45, firemen were 
pinned down by gunfire as 24 
guardsmen fought a pitched 
battle with hidden riflemen On 
Mack Avenue, snipers besieged 
a fire house 
Fireman Carl 
Smith, who had returned to duty 
although he was still convales­ 
cing from an appendectomy, 
took refuge in a police car. Then 
he jumped out to rejoin his rig. 
A shot felled him. A policeman 
crawled on top of Smith to 
shield him. But Carl Smith was 
dead. 
Said Vance later; "It is al­ 
ways best to use local police 
and state troopers if possible to 
contain the situation. We have 
seen it work in the past in other 
situations, and I believe the 
same thing pertains here.” 
Just after midnight, the Presi­ 
dent went on nationwide televi­ 
sion and said the paratroopers 
the paratroopers 
would move into the citv. But 


only, he said. "bec*au.se of the 
clear, unmistakable and undis­ 
puted evidence that Gov. Rom- 
nev and the local officials have 
been unable to bring the situa­ 
tion under control.” 
There were those who saw 
politics in Johnson’s repeated 
reference to the “ inabilitv" of 
Romney, a Republican' 1968 
presidential hopeful.

Fire trucks raced among 
the scattering of commuters 
who had risked the drive into 
the city. 
“ Why, why, why?” asked a 
Negro housewife. "They burned. 
down the A&P and Packers 
stores last night. I went into a 
market today and asked for 
some milk for my babies The 
man told me to get out. He 
wouldn’t sell me anything. I 
couldn’t steal like the others. If 
I did, I couldn’t live with my­ 
self.” 
On the West Side, about 30 
pieces of fire equipment were 
parked around a small fire 
house in a white neighborhood 
to get away from the sniping. 
Firemen sprawled under the 
trees, sleeping until their num­ 
ber came up to go out again. 
Lt. Fusting smoked a ciga­ 
rette. He hadn’t slept since Sat­ 
urday-three days of smoke, 
sniping and alarms. 
‘ Trying to do your job and 
still look out for your men isn’t 
the most comfortable situa­ 
tion,” he said. Someone called 
his name. Fusting ran to the 
station house. Thirty seconds 
later he was in the cab of his 
truck, out on another alarm. 
That afternoon, Tuesday, Lts. 
Wandrie and Michael Busc*h- 
bacher of the arson squad drove 
through the riot areas At a gas 
station, cars were lined up for a 
block. A ban on sales had been 
lifted for five hours—five gal­ 
lons to a customer and only in 
the tank. No bottles, no cans. 
At Mt Elliott and Charlevoix, 
smoke streamed from the hell- 
pit of what had been a super­ 
market. 
“ These people realy know 
how to hate,” said Buschbacher 
Down the street, two Negro 
youths hefted a new refrigera­ 
tor atop the back seat of a late' 
model convertibe*. 
"W e try and stop ’em, in a 
minute there’ll be 100 people 
arou n d u s,” said Wan b rie. Each 
man had a pistol Twelve shots 
A hundred people Buschbacher 
drove on. 
A riot has sounds: Broken 
glass tinkling as it is swept into 
the gutters, sirens crying over

over 
there; 
water 


drip-dripping from the second 
floor of a burned-out building 
onto the soggy wreckage below 
It smells, too; lung-tightning 
smoke. 
On Grand River, a reporter 
and the firemen passed Nickie’s 
Furniture Discount, a two-story 
building on a corner, unscathed. 
Half an hour later it was in 
flames. Thirty minutes more 
and it was a ruin. Firemen were 
across the street, fighting an­ 
other fire. 
"The Negroes say the little 
merchants gouge them,” said 
Wandrie. "But they sell a slice 
of baloney and two potatoes at a 
time and work 16 hours a day to 
make a living and of course 
they charge more than the su­ 
permarkets.” 
"These 
firefighters 
didn’t 
know how good they were,” said 
Wandrie. "They’re putting out 
five alarmers with two trucks. 
Normally we use 22." 
And. from Wandrie, indigna­ 
tion. 
" I ’ve wanted a color TV ever 
since they came out, but I can’t 
afford it so I don’t have one." 
T’m down here working for 
these people. My house catches 
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fire, who’s gonna put it out’’ ” 
"These looters are going to 
take two weeks to exchange 
clothes and get the right sizes” 
"They hit Harrison Cleaners 
vesterday. They got my one 
good summer suit. Seventy-five 
bucks. M(Kt I ever spent on a 
summer suit." 
Looters hit the Donna Rae 
dress shop, stripping even the 
marnequias before smashing 
them on the sidewalk. 
Don Mcgkee, an A P reporter 
from Atlanta, and I were driv­ 
ing in the darkness on Grand 
iver 
Avenue 
— 
guardsmen 
shot out the street lights when 
snipers strike. In front of Louis’ 
Cocktail Lounge, owner Louis 
Hendrix, a 43-year-old Negro, 
kept vigil in a kitchen chair 
Born in Mississippi, he had 
moved north to better himself. 
He had worked at Chrysler. 
Then quit and put his life sav­ 
ings—$4,000—as a down pay­ 
ment on the bar. He tried to get 
lasurance. No one would sell it 
to him. That was a year ago. 
Even then it was a high risk 
neighborhood. 
Hendrix had rented a vacant 
store next door to his bar to a 
white motorcycle club — The 
Violators. 
Some Negro kids 
came by Sunday and said they 
would fire the place. He plead­ 
ed with them. 
"I lose this, I l(»e everything, 
and I ’m 43.” 
The 
youths 
left. 
Hendrix 
chalked, "clubed moved out” on 
a window, put his revolver on 
the bar and hadn’t slept since. 
In the East End, on Mack, 
things were much quieter than 
on the Westside. "Paratroops 
have a reputation, and I think 
these people know it,” said an 
officer, lately returned from 
Vietnam. There was no killing 
Tuesday night in the East end. 
It seemed quiet on the West 
Side, too. Near where the riot 
had started, on West Grane 
Boulevard, street lights were 
intact. Blue squad cars, each 
carrying four policemen, rolled 
by, lights out, in convoy sub­ 
machine guns and rifles ang­ 
ling 
from every w in d o w . 
Guardsmen stood on each cor­ 
ner, rifles and carbines prop­ 
ped 
upwards against 
their 
hips. 


On one corner stood a Meth­ 
odist retirement home, attached 
at the stone. Gothic church 
around the corner. Across the

somehow unscathed oy the vio- 
le ce. It was th e on ly on e u n ­ 
touched in the neighborhood 
Business was $15,000 that day. 
Inside, clerks stacked goods for 
Wednesday to the blank back­ 
ground of piped music. 
Except for the guardsmen and 
the occasional patrol car, the 
boulevard with its comfortable 
brick homes was deserted, 
erted. 
Then two khaki-colored am­ 
phibious command cars drew 
up, racing down 12th. State 
police stood in the hatches, clad 
in black sweaters. Black stock­ 
ing caps covered their helmets. 
They could have been medieval 
pikemen, guarding a castle dun­ 
geon. 
An M-41 tank—26 tons with a 
cannon and 50-caliber machine- 
gun — and a truck full of 
guardsmen roared by. Two min­ 
isters came out of the church to 
watch.

‘Get out of that car,” said a 
policeman with a rifle, his voice 
urgent and taut.

The officer 
snatched the man’s shirt, pulled 
him erect and swung the rifle 
butt.

I attached a strin g to a p in ch clothesp in which han gs u n der­ 
n eath my sin k an d holds my 
ru bber glov es after each u se. 
They alway s dry well this 
way . 


I alway s do my han dwash- 
ables at the begin n in g of the 
washin g time. 1 let some 
water in to my top -loadin g 
machine, add soap powder, 
let them swish arou n d a few 
secon ds, an d then take them 
ou t. I p roceed to do a regu ­ 
lar batch of clothes. Of cou rse, I do the white han dwashables 
before the regu lar white wash, an d the same with the colored 
thin gs. This sav es my han ds, en ergy an d, also, water. Some­ 
times I rin se these before startin g an other load. 


The last, bu t n ot least, is for the man in my life. I bou ght

J ets Hope for Burnett Encore

PEEKSKILL, N .Y .— (NEA) 
—All winter, Tommy Bur­ 
nett listened intently as his 
brother, Bob, e x p l a i n e d 
the intricacies of professional 
football 
and

A y ear ago, Bobby was a 
rookie halfback with the Buf­ 
falo Bills. The Bills coaching 
staff knew they had a sound, 
fundamentally strong football 
play er who probably was a 
y ear — m a y b e two — away 
from being a useful profes­ 
sional. 
Then, last December, Bobby 
Burnett received 
a trophy 
which said he was the Ameri­ 
can Football League’s rookie 
of the y ear. 
This season, 
there 
is a 
rookie flanker in the training 
camp of the New York J ets. 
His name is Tommy Burnett 
and he is not ex pected to play 
very much this y ear— at least 
right now he’s not. He is ex ­ 
pected to watch and listen 
and learn and may be by the 
19 68 season he will be ready 


to sufficiently challeng e Don 
May nard for a starting job. 
Tommy Burnett is a polite, 
pleasant 22-y ear-old from the 
University of Arkansas who 
was picked as a future draft 
choice by the J ets two y ears 
ago. 
“ I was really surprised,” 
Tommy 
said. ‘‘Like 
Bob, I 
had to struggle to play at Ar­ 
kansas. I didn’t become the 
regular split end until the 
second game of my senior 
y ear (19 66). The y ear before 
I was a tig ht end and I didn’t 
think I was play ing well at 
all. That’s why I was sur­ 
prised the J ets drafted m e.” 
The J ets picked Tommy , a 
6-2, 200-pounder, mainly be­ 
cause of his speed (9 .8 for the 
100). 
Besides, the J ets had picked 
another unknown from the 
Southwest Conference three 
y ears 
earlier, 
a 
y oungster 
named George Sauer J r., who 
caught ali of 12 passes for the 
University of Tex as during 
his last collegiate season. Last 
y ear, George Sauer J r. was 
on 
the 
American 
Football 
League’s All-Star team and 
was second in the leag ue in 
pass receiving. 


‘‘It will take Tommy tim e,” 
say s Clive Rush, the coach of 
the 
J ets’ 
offense. 
‘‘George 
Sauer J r. didn’t learn every ­ 
thing in one y ear y ou know. 
‘‘Right now it’s all probably 
very confusing to Tommy . 
And 
he’s 
behind 
a 
man 
(May nard) with 10 y ears’ ex ­ 
perience.” 
The most difficult adjust­ 
ment for Tommy is learning 
the my riad pass patterns in 
the J ets’ play book. ‘‘Bobby 
told me to take that play book 
and 
memorize it,” he said. 
‘‘It’s quite a change from col­ 
leg e. I think I caught 29 
passes last y ear and about 27 
of them were those 7 -10-y ard 
sideline jobs off a rollout. I 
just didn’t run many inside 
patterns at all.” 
Last y ear, at Buffalo, Bobby 
Burnett had a similar prob­ 
lem: learning to block for a 
pocket passer. The Buffalo 
coaches were concerned be­ 
cause Arkansas’ passing at­ 
tack was built around the roll 
out, which meant its backs 
seldom blocked for a drop- 
back passer. 
There are few 
roll-out quarterbacks in pro 
ball. But by the time the sea­ 
son had started, Bobby Bur­ 


nett had mastered pass block­ 
ing. 
The J ets are hoping that 
Tommy learns the nuances of 
play ing flanker as well as his 
brother learned about pass 
blocking. 
If the J ets get a repeat 
from Tommy Burnett, 25 pro­ 
fessional teams will have rep­ 
resentatives at Fay etteville, 
Ark., to scout another Bur­ 
nett, y oung Billy , who is a 
sophomore at the university . 
‘‘A lot of people think he’s 
the best of the bunch,” Tom­ 
my said, “ and I’m inclined to 
agree. He’s a halfback like 
Bobby .” 
All three brothers received 
their 
early 
coaching 
from 
their 
f a t h e r , 
Clell, 
who 
coached at Smackover, Ark., 
then at Bentonville, where 
the family lives now. 
“ For a while last season, 
after Bobby made rookie-of- 
the-y ear. Dad couldn’t button 
his shirt— he was so proud,” 
Tommy said. 
Mr. Burnett better have a 
good supply of shirts around. 
Before Tommy and Billy are 
finished, it’s possible some 
more buttons may be missing.

Tough Times Ahead for Joe Fan 


NEW YORK— (NEA)— It is the y ear 2000 and y ou want a 
ticket to a baseball or a basketball game. 
You figure it will be just like today , walk up to the box 
office, push y our money over the counter and buy a reserved 
seat for |2.50. 


Forget it. 
This opinion comes from one J oseph Timan, city planner 
and president of Horizon Land Corp., a real estate develop­ 
m ent company in Tucson, Ariz. 
Timan made his prediction following a Horizon-sponsored 
sociological study of future planning problems in metropoli­ 
tan areas. 
The study revealed that city populations are ex pected to 
double and triple by the y ear 2000. This means there will be 
two to four times more sports fans in the nex t 3040 y ears. 
Stadium capacity will remain relatively the same. 
“ Stadiums could be built to seat 150,000,” Timan say s, “ but 
watching a sporting event in a structure this size would be 
like watching a flea circus from a block away . 
“ Besides, the crushing chaos of g etting this much humanity 
in and out of such a facility makes management of today ’s 
World Series crowds a simple routine by comparison.” 
Because of the increased number of tans and the lack of 
space, tickets, Timan say s, will be sold months and in some 
instances, seasons in advance. 
“ Even third baseball and football leag ues won’t m eet the 
demands for tickets,” Timan said. 
“ With unprecedented 
leisure time on their hands, millions of sports fans will want 
to patronize more than one team .” 


To obtain a ticket, the average fan is going to need influ­ 
ence as well as affluence. 
“ Diamonds, mink and champagne, instead of shirtsleeves 
and beer, will be commonplace in the bleacher section at ball 
games,” Timan continued. 
“ These sports will no longer be for the masses. The box 
seats, upper stands and bleachers will be filled up with junior 
and senior ex ecutives— and mostly senior at that. The rest of 
us will have to be content to see sports over television. 
“ Prices for a bleacher seat that goes for $2 today will sell 


for $8 because of the great demand and limited supply . Box 
seats, for those lucky enough to g et them, will bring $20 or 
more.” 
Far fetched? 
“ Not at all,” Timan said. “ It’s a simple matter to ex trapo­ 
late from history and project into the future. Consider these 
facts; 
“ In the past 30 y ears the number of fans attending major 
sporting events have more than tripled while population has 
increased about 50 per cent. 
“ Consider salaries of sports greats of 30 40 y ears ago. To­ 
dy they ’re easily four or five times bigger. By 2000 they can 
be ex pected to quadruple again. 
“ Now, larger stadiums are being built, but they are very 
close to max imum possible size for viewing team sports. 
“ Thirty y ears ago bleacher seats were going for 50 cents 
while they are g enerally four tim es this amount today . 
“ Tickets to many major league football and hockey games 
are already almost impossible to obtain, unless y ou have 
‘pull.’ Today just try to g et a ticket to a hockey game; to a 
Sunday pro football game; a big Saturday colleg e game, or 
a baseball game when the team is on top. 
“ Multiply these factors by a doubled or tripled urban pop­ 
ulation by the y ear 2000, a population with many more upper- 
income people with more leisure time; couple this with the 
phy sical limitations of stadiums, and y ou can’t escape the 
conclusion that soon there won’t be enough stadium seats to 
go around.” 
It sounds like something out of a Walter O’Malley dream.
